PROBLEMS TO COME 


The recent disclaimed interview by 
an official of the 
Japanese 
legation 
raised one question which w ill very 
soon settle itself wrong 
unless 
the 
United States elects an administration 
which adopts some other policy than 
watchful waiting toward foreign af­ 
fairs. 


That is the question of the Caroline 
ami Marshall groups of islands in the 
Pacific. 
These islands have a peculiar 
history and significance. 
Before the 
Spanish war they belonged to Spain 
When Spain gave up the Philippines 
and Guam they 
became 
no 
longer 
worth Spain's holding, 
and 
Senator 
Cushman K. Davis, at the suggestion 
of the late Professor Edward V. Rob­ 
inson of Colombia University obtained 
permission to offer Spain a substan­ 
tial sum 
for 
their 
purchase. 
The 
Spanish commissioners pretended that 
the islands were 
not 
for 
sale, and 
pointed out that they Dad been omit­ 
ted from the protocol and were there 
fore not subject to negotiation. 
The 
false pretense of Spain demonstrated 
itself when, as soon as possible after 
the signing of the treaty, Spain pro­ 
ceeded to sell these alleged 
unsale 
able islands to Germany. 
They were 
held by Germany until the outbreak ol 
the present war, when Japanese ves 
sels captured them. 
The final dete 
mination of the sovereignty 
of 
the 
islands will await the close of the war 
Naturally, they will go either to Japan 
or 
to 
England, 
unless

or in some similar 
way,

cure possession. 


As colonies, the islands are unlm 
portant, but strategically they are de 
cidedlv valuable, since they dominat 
the ocean highway between the Phil 
ippinos and Hawaii, and, with fortified 
harbors and coaling stations, wouli 
make invaluable stepping stones 
the Philippine route. 
For these rea 
sons their possession by the United 
States is exceedingly desirable, and 
failing in that, it is enormously safci 
to have them in British than in Ja| 
anese hands. But the Japanese are ii 
immediate possession, and a let-alom 
policy by the United States is quiti 
likely to leave them .Japan’s. 


This is only one 
of 
the thousand 
problems which will arise in Ameri 
can relations after the war. The whoh 
history of the United States, for al 
the generations to come, may depend 
on whether these issues, including not 
merely a few Pacific islands, hut tin 
whole question of the tariff and trade 
alliances, and 
of 
the gradations of 
sovereignty among nations, are met by 
a President of positive mind or of 
negative 
mind. 
The 
question 
will 
then be not "keeping out of war,” but 
“ getting into” the reestablishment of 
the world of peace. 


For these questions, the difference 
between 
the 
positive, 
constructive 
temperament of Charles E. Hughes 
and the negative, critical temperament 
of Woodrow Wilson is so enormously 
important that the petty interchanges 
over the Adamson bill, into which the 
campaign for the moment has degen 
erated, seem too trivial for considera 
tion. 
Hughes and Wilson are fighting 
a battle greater than they themselves 
realize, 
over issues infinitely more 
vital than any they are discussing. 
It 
is fortunate that the instinct of the 
people as to the deeper drift of events 
is sounder than the superficial cam­ 
paign oratory of even the best of their 
leaders.— Fresno Republican.
